Wilson Says That Opportunity 
Is Great for Students

At the special Convocation licld in the Gym Friday for 
I")cnt.tl and Mcdic.nl -rtudcnts graduating tinder tlic war-tinic ac- 
ccllciation program, Morris Wilson, Chancellor of the University, 
was officially welcomed by His Kvcellency the Karl of Athlonc, 
vi.<iior of the Univcisily. and iiicrcnlcd for the degree of Doctor 
of Law.-j by Profcitor \V. 11. Uriltaiii. Vicc-Priiifipnl of Mac- 
donald College. The Chancellor delivered the Convocation Ad- 

I'llress, and degrees were confer- 
iTfl on 1 10 dental and medical 
jiudciitj. 

In welcoming Mr. Wilson, the 
Govcninr-Gciicral paid high tri- 
bute to the new chancellor's con- 
tribution to the war effort as 
head of the British Purchasing 
Coiniiii^ion in Wa.shinglon, and 
as representative in North Am- 
erica of the British Minister of 
.\ir Craft Piodirction. 

"I do not think any more suitable 
person could have been found tor 
this important office," he said. "He 
possesses in abundance the inestim- 
able gifts of kindliness, understand- 
ing and sympathy, and he will, 
therefore, endear himself not only 
to his colleagues on the Board of 
Governors, and the members of the 
teaching faculties, but also to tha 
many young men and women who 
will pass through these famous 
buildings." 

Greater Responsibilities. 
.Mr. SVilson took ofifcc at a lime 
when iMcGiU and "all other univer- 
sities are faced with perhaps great- 
er responsibilities than ever in the 
course of their history. His Excel- 
lency stated. "It will be the task of 
those who arc now students to 
deal with many of the complicated 
problems which will be the ap- 
palling legacy of war. We have 
learned by bitter experience that 
only young men and women pos- 
sess the physical stamina and the 
mental alertness to handle the 
practical details which war brings 
in its train. . . . Just as this it a 
young man's war so will It have to 
be a young man's peace. Its success 
or failure will be measured by its 
durability, and that will depend not 
only on the soundness of its founda- 
tions, but also on the capacity ot 
our people to make it workable. 
The training for that capacity is 
being given here in McGill and 
other universities throughout tha 
civilized wofld." 

Wilson's Address. 
In delivering the Convocation 
Address, Mr. Wilson expressed the 
hope that McGill would "continue 
to deserve and receive the support 
of many friends." "Universities owe 
much to benefactors," the Chancel- 
lor stated, "and McGill was parti- 
cularly happy in the benefactions of 
Thomas. Workman, Sir William 
Macdonald, , Lord Strathcona, Peter 
Redpalh, William and Percival Mol- 
son, and many others who have 
contributed greatly to its growth. 

Addressing himself particularly 
to the graduates, Mr. Wilson declar- 
ed that he dfd not believe in the 
saying "that the happiest days arc 
school days, except for boys who

Lt.-Col. Madill, officer command- 
ing the University of Toronto con- 
tiiiEcnt of the C.O.T.C. disagrees 
with Principal James on several 
points concerning C.O.T.C. train- 
ing, it was annuonccd from Toronto.

Col. Madill stated that his uni-

He also slated that credit was 
given in the army to men with 
C.O.T.C. training. He .«aid that a 
man recommended from his unit 
was sent straight to an advance 
training centre and was not requir- 
ed to go througli basic training.

Toronto Disagrees 

Lt. Co!. H. H. Madill of the Univer-Mty 
of Toronto contingent C.O.T.C. lias tai;en 
exception to the statement of . Principal 
James in the annual report that sttidctits 
resent the monotony of military training, 
and the attitude of the Army authorities 
toward the ficheme. He states that "we 
have a wider syllabus of training in this 
university" and that students rccommond- 
ed by the unit can proceed directly to an 
advanced training center. 

We congratulate the University of Tor- 
onto upon it progressive syllabus, and we 
commend the authorities of M.D. 2 upon 
their foresight in recognizing the value of 
this training. However, we would point 
out that the Principal's report refers to 
McGill students, and can be applied to 
those of other universities only if the train- 
ing conditions arc similar. ' 

Wo are of the opinion, however, that 
the remarks might well be applied to most 
Canadian universities. Reports from uni- 
versities of the East and the West indicate 
that the students arc dissatisfied with the 
present military training situation, for in 
some cases there has been no reduction in 
the amount of training required for science 
students, and the practice of crediting the 
students - with their C.O.T.C. training is 
certainly not a common one. 

The crux of the situation is à lack of 
integration between the programs of the 
reserve and the active units. Although the 
C.O.T.C. officials trj' to kep their pro- 
grams up to date, and they have succeeded 
in doing so in the JMcGill C.O.T.C, the fact 
that the whole course will have to be re- 
peated again is of small encouragement to 
the students. The present .regulation cur- 
tailing the number oif officers trained in 
Canada is another factor which makes the

Any air of pride which may be conspicuous 
this morning in various individuals around the 
campus is in all probability pardonable ond 
completely justified. For on Saturday evening 
in the Royal Victoria College auditorium, the 
McGill Choral' Society presented perhaps the 
outstanding musical achievement at this Uni- 
versity in the memory o{ this reviewer. 

The work was "The Forsaken. Merman^', the 
Matthew Arnold poem to which ArtHurSomer- 
veil gave a colorful and melodic musical set- 
ting. Under the vigorous guidance of Dr. J. 
Frederic Staton,- the 'choir, soloist, and accom- 
panists were a sensitive and well-knit ensemble 
whose feeling and obvious enthusism for the 
music did great credit to. their director and 
themselves.! Singing \vith an Infectious spirit 
which complemented the excellence of their 
unsuspected musicianship, they gave their per- 
formance an aura of adventurous excitement 
which the audience appreciated and fully, 
acknowledged. Despite eight short weeks of 
rehearsal, such highly effective sections as the 
closing verse were done with a quality scarcely 
distinguishable from the stamp of professional 
experience. In Its sincerity and its inspiration 
it was a valiant approach to a musical Ideal. 

Mr. Frederick Ncwnham, who carried the 
bass solo role, proved himself a singer of con- 
sUerablej^M and It was to the 

furtbW^hpnori^ Uie^cholr t they were abln 
to measun^lip^^to him. Actually, his ability 
showed to better advantage in the choral work 
than in his subsequent solos; but he left behind 
him the impression of a serious, facile, and 
capable musician, and one would look forward 
to hearing from him again. 

Miss Joy Symons, who was (with Mr. Ber- 
nard Naylor) responsible for the choir's ac- 
companiment, was also second soloist of the 
evening inihrcc pianoforte otierlngs by Claxton, 
Scarlatti, and Bach. Miss Symons In no way 
spared herself In the difficulty of the program 
she chose, and her courage served to augment 
the very considerable effect of her imposing 
pianistlc endowments. From two small pieces 
of minor significance, she turned to the weighty 
burden of the Bach Italian Concerto, and câr- 
ried it off with a maturity of technique and 
understanding which quite overwhelmed her 
listeners.i^With growing perfection in her tech- 
nical "dcxteirity, Miss Symons will one day be 
a very formidable pianist. 

It is with unchallenged abandon that one 
may heap superlatives on the Choral Society 
and their program.. They are creditors of the 
entire University for a. performance - of rare 
precedent and outstanding promise, and il need 
hardly be said that McGiU .wUl want to hear a 
great deal more from the ncwly-riscn star in 
its midst.

niere are a certain number of masters In 
orchestra direction of whom we expect perfec- 
tion in technique and striking personality in 
artistic Interpretation. Mr. Golschmann, as di- 
rector of the St. Louis Philharmonic, is such a 
master. To this, one may add thot he particu- 
larly excels in accuracy and more than class- 
ical precision in conducting. His baton brings 
forth many details very often neglected by 
others, and in some instances even creates de- 
tails of which the composer may have been 
unaware. This may create amongst the audi- 
ence a feeling that there Is disunity in the 
orchestra and discontinuity in the music itself. 
In my opinion this occurred at the beginning 
of the first movement of Brahm's 4th Sym- 
phony, although the final 'enseinble' of that 
'allegro non troppo' and the whole 'andante 
moderato' redeemed this completely. On the 
other hand such precision was very precious 
in Mr. Golschmann's performance of Ravel's 
Bolero. There we really felt the master's band. 
The long crescendo was very, impressive and 
each note was under Mr. Golschnuinn's com- 
plete and subtle control from the first soft 
notes of the flute to the great Climax of the 
theme. His was an original interpretation nf 
Ravel's music which indeed .made the very 
familiar Bolero even sound new. 

This control of the orchestra he also dls- 
ployied In the "Polka and Fugue" by Weln. 
berger, an interesting piece of orchestration. 
However in the above discussed Symphony and 
in -Handel's "Faithful Shepherd Suite" the 
orchestra did not appear to be so completely 
his instrument. And yet it was in the Sym- 
phony that his extremely sensitive nature was 
better felt 

Next Tuesday night Vladimir Golschmann 
Is again conducting the Orchestra ot the Con- 
certs Symphoniques, and the greater familiarity 
between orchestra and conductor will probably 
prove Mr. Golschmann's mastery of music.

MONTREAL FESTIVALS 
Sir 'Thomas Beecham who on December 13 
will coniduct a symphonic concert for the Mont- 
real Festivals is, without doubt, from every 
point of view, one of the great men of the age. 
His discrimination, his impeccable taste, his 
vast knowledge in every field- of culture, his 
magnetism and vitality, all combine to make 
him sn outstanding personality. 

When he was 28 years old Sir Thomas 
founded In England the New Symphony Or- 
chestra which was the beginning for him of a 
spectacular career as conductor. He very 
quickly became a leader In the musical world, 
and the Montreal Festivals and its audiences 
should consider ' themselves more than fortU' 
nate in haying secured the loyal and devoted 
services of so great a master. 

At the concert of December 13, we shall see 
Sir Thomas not only In the role of conductor, 
but also in that of composer, for he has re 
served for Montreal the first presentation of 
his arrangement ot a work by Handel ^ntitled 
Amaryllis. Hiis honour is evidence of the cs' 
teem in which Sir Thomas holds Montreal au- 
diences, and we hope that the pbblic will show 
their appreciation by turning out in largo 
numbers to give him u henrty welcome, on this 
occasion V of his first appearance here since his 
Illness. " :

Stair- 
Climbing 

from the Qacens Journal 




For years we have watched staff 
and students, young and old, com- 
ing and going on the university 
stairways; and we have come to 
the conclusion thot stair users In 
general are incredibly incompetent. 
When going it alone, they seem to 
be able to cope with the problem 
ot ascent and descent, and the 
variety' of gait reveals a commend- 
able willingness to experiment. Yet 
when it comes to rising In twos 
and threes they iippears to be over- 
whelmed completely by the situa- 
tion, and the disgraceful and . un- 
necessary Jumble of the staircase 
results. 

Of course, it's the landings that 
do it. The advance is regular and 
graceful till the corner is reached, 
and then the one on the outside 
sprints while the inside number 
stands still or marks time awaiting 
for his colleagues to catch up. This 
is all very well when a man Is doing 
the field work and a lady hugging 
the rail, but it Is absolutely unne- 
cessary when two men are ascend- 
ing together. 

A pal and myself have done a 
little research on this problem. 
We have watched men climbing the 
library stairs time after time, the 
outside man galloping on. the peri- 
phery while the inside man shuffles 
his feet, and awkward and absurd 
performance if he happens to have 
long legs, If the outside man Is 
short he is soon straining his phy- 
sical resources to carry hlmsclt, his 
books, and his overcoat along at 
the pace being set by his more fav- 
orably situated colleague. On the 
second landing he is gasping, and 
by the time the third flight Is reach- 
ed he is glad to seek respite in the 
cloak-room. ' 

We have two tested plans which 
we recommend to the attention of 
our readers. Flan A Is the simpler 
and can be mastered by all. It 
works this way: 

The two men start up the stair 
side by side, marching in step. 
When the landing is reached (we 
assume that it is a full landing 
which involves a chance in direction 
of 180 degrees, as In the Library 
and Union) they do not wheel In 
the usual fashion but turn and 
march across the landing in single 
file, then turn again and ascend 
side by side, still in step. No breath- 
less scrambling, no baby steps, no 
clutter or clogging of the landing. 
A simple, dignified, orderly use of 
the stair. 

The scheme is remarkably adapt- 
able. It works equally well in as- 
cent or descent, and with a little 
care can be used by three. It Is 
suitable for any speed: hesitation, 
slow, regular, trot, or two-at-a-tlme. 

Plan B is not so easily mastered, 
but gives a still more satisfying 
result. In th^s method we assume 
again that it is a full landing, and 
for clarity we assume that our two 
men arc proceeding north and on 
reaching the landing desire to move 
to the left and ascend southward. 
This time East (inside) on reach- 
ing the landing docs not turn at 
once, but advances two paces before 
turning. Meanwhile West has com 
plcted his turn and/ by stepping 
forward comes up beside his part' 
ner. They move together across the 
landing and repeat^Jjèimanocuvre, 
South advancing whlîc'Norlh turns, 
and vice versa. The result Is an 
apparently intricate but really 
simple, artistic continuous move 
ment up (or down) the staircase. 

The plan can be adapted for use 
by three, but in this case A who 
starts on the inside, should advance 
three paces on the landing bofoto 
turning, while B beside him takes 
two and outside C takes the usual 
one. C turns at once and steps up 
beside B who has now completed 
his turn and together they advance 
picking up A as they go forward. 

It is not advisable to use this 
scheme at any. other than the regU' 
lar pace. To compensate for this 
shortcoming, this plan has the ad 
vantage of being usable on the SO 
degree landing, a situation In which 
A breaks down completely. 

We suggest that either plan A 
or B could be used effectively in 
the campus buildings to improve the 
use of the stairways, and to relieve 
the short and tall of their all too 
frequent landing-distress. 

This Is not the first time we have 
endeavored to^jw^ch a problem 
and we know" the' power of the 
forces ot reaction. We call on all 
Queen's men to 'use their heads 
and then use the stairs as they 
should be used; to break the cob

Queens Debate Holds 
No Union With U.S. 

Kingston. Dec. 12.— (CUP)— In a 
debate held by the Queen's Debat 
ing Union the unanimous dccisloa 
of the judges was given to the two 
who argued against the resolution 
before the House, that "Political 
union with the United States would 
advance the public welfare of Can 
ada." 

Those speaking for the affirma' 
five contended that political union 
with the U.S. would enable Canada 
to develop her economy much more 
fully than it is today, and that tho 
living standard of Canadians would 
be raised; also that the French- 
Canadian problem and the dilemma 
of confliction between provincial 
and federal power would be solved 
They argued that American goods 
would be made cheaper for Cana- 
dians and that Canadian production 
would find a larger domestic mar- 
ket in the union. 

Opposing these contentions the 
negative stated that Canadians 
would be almost politically voice- 
less in the new government, and 
pointed out that the American sys- 
tem of government was less demo- 
cratic than the Canadian. It was 
argued that the action would weak 
en the British Commonwealth, the 
final bulwark of the world to arm- 
ed aggression.. It was also pointed 
out that Canadian IndusUry and 
labor would move south. Power- 
ful American Interests, it was main- 
tained, would employ Canada's re 
sources as tAcy pleased and Canada 
would become a commercial ap- 
pendage to American Industry. 

When the resolution was thrown 
open to the house all who spoke 
were against union.

Educated at Eton, and the 
Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst, His Excellency disclosed 
in an Interview with The Daily, 
that' his studies were mainly of 
a classical nature. While at 
Eton, he took an active Interest 
in athletics playing English rug- 
by. He has retained an Interest 
in this sport and, while Gov- 
ernor-General of the Union of 
South Africa, often visited the 
University at Cape Town to see 
the "Eleven" in action. 

Well-known in Uterary cir- 
cles, the Earl of Athlone, has 
done much writing In an unoffi- 
cial capacity, and does a good 
deal of reading.

A tempest In a teapot has been 
promoted about Mr. Frank Sinatra, 
and the effect of his slriglng upon 
his young and feminine audience. 
I use the word "promoted" Inten- 
tionally as the whole performance 
has been skillfully devised accord- 
ing to the laws of crowd psychology. 
Someone, probably a manager or 
publicity man, is exploiting to the 
fullest extent juvenile suggestibili- 
ty. In a harmless and highly profit- 
able manner. 

Mr. Sinatra is a very agreeable 
young man who scarcely deserves 
the nasty things that reviewers 
(mostly masculine) have said 
about him. After all, the poor fcl 
low has to make a living— think of 
all the tonills and adenoids he has 
to Inspect every performance, and 
without a scrap of medical interest 
in the display! 

A Sinatra performance fulfills all 
the requirements for effective influ- 
ence of crowds. In the first place, 
the singer has prestige. His pres- 
ence here Is the climax to a power 
ful publicity campaign, telling of his 
immense influence over his audi- 
ences. Secondly, the magic effect 
of his singing operates only in 
crowds, as it Is generally conceded 
that a solitary radio listener of the 
right age is unaffected as she would 
be In the theatre setting. It is 
widely known that in crowds people 
tend to imeonsdously imitate the 
behavior of those around them and 
that they lack a feeling of - respon- 
sibility when they become part of 
a crowd. Without conscience to 
bother, one can Indulge in all sorts 
of unconvcntlal behavior. 

Thirdly, it Is muste which makes 
the appeal of Sinatra and music is 
the art which most easily stirs the 
emotions. That is why armies 
march to war to the music of 
bands. Fourthly, conditions are 
very good for sympathy. Sympathy 
Is unconscious imitation— a sympa' 
thetic response on the part of an 
audience. It Is sympathy which 
makes us tighten our muscles when 
a movie hero dangles from the 



eaves of the Empire Stale Building 
and It is sympathy which causes 
some of the Sinatra audience to 
swoon. Sinatra's technique involves 
postures which, Imply that experi- 
encing such exquisite torture as the 
love of which he is singing causes 
him to slowly disintegrate, he tot- 
ters, on the eve of collapse, to all 
intents and purposes. And the 
more suggestible of his audience, 
mimicking every altitude,' crumble 
with him and so keen is their ex- 
pectation of his Imminent collapse 
that they -^finally swoon into un- 
çonsciotisness. Finally, there is high 
auggestlbilUy In the age group that 
most admires Sinatra. Adolescents 
are uncritical In their admiration, 
and are highly receptive to per- 
suasion, especially when the med- 
ium is music. At that age there is a 
passion for collecting phonograph 
records and comparing musical 
techniques! In addition, the adoleS' 
cent, musically speaking, prefers a 
simple type of music and that of< 
fered by Sinatra suits the listener's 
musical immainrity. 

Excessive feminine admiration for 
musicians is no new thing. Actors 
and musicians have always received 
demonstrative homage from worn 
cn, who tend to identify themselves 
(put themselves into the situation) 
with their hero. Caruso, Paganlnl, 
Paderewskl (of now-dignlf led mem- 
ory), and Johann Strauss were 
among the distinguished musicians 
who risked their shirts in their days 
of public appearance and whose ad< 
mircrs swooned at their appearance. 
Females, always excessive in their 
demonstrations of affection, are 
merely carrying on their traditions 
of hero worship. That they happen 
to be so young is hiaiorically un- 
usual, but times have changed. We 
are In a cycle of less complicated 
music which appears to the un- 
sophistlcatlon of extreme youth 
Mr. Sinatra, or his promoter, is 
aware of all these facts, and de- 
serves the utmost credit lor a' mas 
terly demonstration of crowd psych' 
ology.

ing for an unknown destination' in 
Germany. Strong German guard de 
tachments followed the students 
and extensive security precautions 
were taken by the German police 
upon their arrival In Oslo. Twenty 
relatives of the students were ar- 
rested- ; in 'Oslo harbor when 
crowd gathered to say farewell 
and the Germans tried to prevent 
them from approaching the ship. 

The Nazi-controlled Norwegian 
papers have not published a single 
word about . the deportation, and 
official German 1|tiarters refused to 
conunent on the matter as late as 
yesterday noon, but no denial of 
the above-mentioned facts has been 
given, 

' Before leaving Larvlk the stu 
dents were told that anyone at 
tempting to escape would be shot 
The rest of the Interned academi 
clans at Stavern are said to receive 
soldiers' treatment. The sanitary 
conditions of the camp are pictured 
as deplorable. 

Oslo University was heavily 
guarded even as late as yesterday by 
"dependable" policemen, despite the 
fact that the last students were 
taken away several days ago. The 
University buildings are empty, fac 
ing the National Theatre recently 
gutted by fire. 



4,000 Grads 
Serve on 
Active Duty 

McGiU Plays 
Important Part 
In War Effort 



McGill University's pride In the 
contribution that the Institution, Us 
staff, graduates and students, Is 
making Ip the war effort is stimu- 
lated by the fact that at the present 
time 4,654 graduates are serving the 
United Nations, nearly 4,000 of them 
on active service, according to Dr. 
F. Cyril James* report, issued last 
week. 

The work of McGlll scientists Is 
referred to, with a great story, to 
be told after the war when censor- 
ship will be lifted. Emphasis is 
placed, too, on the work of McGllI 
institutes. The Montreal Neurolo- 
gical Institute "has rendered a mag- 
nificent service during the present 
war. The increase In the number 
of patients cared for In 1042 over 
those cared for In 1935, the first 
full year of operation for the insti- 
tute, was 68.4 per cent." The hos- 
pital facilities at the institute can- 
not meet the present demands upon 
them. 

Among the achievements of the 
session was that of setting up the 
Allen Memorial Institute of Psy- 
chiatry in co-operation with Royal 
Victoria Hospital. Reference is also 
made to the establishment of the 
joint hospital committee to co- 
ordinate the work of the two 
teaching hospitals and the medical 
faculty at McGill for the further 
advancement, of the teaching and 
practice of medicine. 

Reference is made to the setting 
up of a special committee to in- 
vestigate "the possibility of devel- 
oping at this university a centre of 
research and training in the field 
of tropical medicine." 

McGill Part Significant 
In regard to education in Can 
ada, the report points out that "Mc 
Gill University has a significant 
part to play in these educational 
developments." A Senate committee 
has been set up and is at present 
studying "the problems which will 
arise within the university at the 
conclusion of hostilities, with a 
view to the formulation of a defi- 
nite and satisfactory policy for the 
further education of those men and 
women who are demobilized from 
the armed forces under the terms 
of P.C. 7633, and several of the fac- 
ulties have set up their own com; 
mittees to cooperate in this work." 

Looking to the larger field in 
which McGIIl serves the nation, 
Dr. James stated: "In every sphere 
of government, in Industry and 
trade, in the learned professions 
and In the universities, the citi- 
zens • of Canada must work with 
all' their mind and all their 
strength for the attainment of the 
ideals which our lips readily pro- 
fess. The extent of the contribu- 
tion that McGllI can make in the 
field of education, that essential 
discipline . which enables men and 
women to use their freedoms wise- 
ly, will be determined by the ef- 
fort that each one of us puts forth, 
now and during all the days. that 
lie ahead. The splendid work 
during the past few years of Gov- 
ernors, Faculties, and the non- 
teaching staff — a gallant band of 
men and women whose loyal co- 
operation and deep Interest in the 
University has been an inspiration 
to me gives promise of a bright 
future."

on this type of study was emphaslz-, 
ed. A committee was appointed to 
establish a firm foundation for' a 
new organization, "La Société Foth- 
ier." 

A paper was presented' to the 
group on the life of Robert Joseph 
Pothier. The noted French Jurist 
was born at Orleans, January 9th, 
1690. He studied law for the pur- 
pose of qualifying for the magis- 
tracy, and was appointed at the age 
of twenty-one. Judge of the Presl- 
dial Court of Orleans. This contin- 
ued a^tradition of his father and his 
grandfatlier. For the next S2 years 
Pothier studied and wrote on the 
French law. 

It Is said that law was^ his only 
love. He used to get up every morn- 
ing throughout his life at ten 
o'clock and devote the entire day 
until four to Roman Law. He paid 
particular attentloTi to the text of 
the Pandects. His "Pandcctae Jus- 
tinlanae in novum ordlnem dlges- 
tae" being a classic in the study of 
Roman law. After a short rest he 
would turn to what was In his day 
French modern law and In this con- 
nection he wrote 36 volumes "of 
commentary on the subject. In 1740 
he was made a Professor of Law in 



Âldn Locke 
To Speak on 
World Culture 

Negro Philosopher 
Also Addresses 
Sociologists 



Dr. Alain Leroy Locke, professor 
of philosophy at Howard Univer- 
sity, Washington, D.C., will speak 
on "Perspectives of World Culture" 
at an open meeting -arranged by the 
Society of Friends, tomorrow In 
Divinity Hall at 8,30 p.m. the execu- 
tive announced. On Wednesday 
evening hç will address the Soci- 
ological Society on "Race in the 
Present World Crisis," they added. 

Dr. Locke has written much on 
the subjects both of philosophy and 
of race relations. He was the first 
Negro to be^ awarded a Rhodes' 
Scholarship' and has published sev- 
eral books on the American Negro. 
He recently completed the editing 
of a work entitled 'When , Peoples 
Meet', a symposium on the tech- 
niques of race relations.' 

He is to speak to the : Friends In 
the second' of a series of lectures on 

various aspects of contemporary re- 
ligion and science. The first of 
these was given three weeks ago by 
Dean Roscoe Pound of the Harvard 
Law School, who spoke on 'The 
Individual and the State'.
